Every  year  a  few  church  buildings*bum  in  Mississippi. 
Some  of  them  would  still  be  standing  if -a  few  simple  pre¬ 
cautions  had  been  taken. 

A  principal  cause  for  fires,  the  National  Fire  Protec¬ 
tion  Association  says,  is  the  wooden  construction -inside 
most  churches  which  makes  them  first  class  fire  traps. 

Horatio  Bond,  the  association’s  chief  engineer,  points 
out  that  the  worst  of  these  trap®  are  (1)  wooden  roof 
decks  and  (2)  hidden  space  between  outside  walls  and  dec¬ 
orative  interior  walls  through  which  “a  fire  rushes  as  effi¬ 
ciently  as  if  it  were  going  up  a  chimney.” 

Mr.  Bond  urgM  the  avoidance  of  such  spaces  in  plans 
for  new  churches  and  suggests  that  old  churches  be  fire- 
'  proofed  and  have  wall-spaces  compartmentalized  to  retard 
the  spread  of  a  blaze. 

In  New  Orleans  the  84th  annual  meeting  of  the  Inter¬ 
national  Association  of  Fire  Chiefs  received  reports  of  in¬ 
crease  in  arson.  The  firemen  were  told  that  unlocked 
chftrches  are  an  ifnportant  factor  in  such  fires. 

Mr.  Bond  reported  to  the  Boston  meeting  of  his  associa¬ 
tion  that  church  fires  in  t^ie  U.  S.  A.  decreased  in  numoeri

Few  churches  that  \ye  know  anything  about  can  afford 
fire  hazards.  Peritxiic  inspection  of  buildings  and  careful 
supervision  by  a  building  maintenance  committee  of  some 
sort  can  save  your  church  from  a  disaster.  Fire  extinguish¬ 
ers  placed  at  strategic  places  might  prove  to  be  worth  their 
weight  in  gold.  „

James  M.  Carr,  in  a'^book  entitled  "Bright  Future,  Ai 
N#w  Day  for  the  Town  and  Country  Church,”  sets  forth  a ' 
good  case  for  optimism  at  the  crossroads. 

He  says  that  rural  church  needs  are  specific:  (1)  pas¬ 
tors  who  are  God-called  for  a  rural  ministry,  (2)  well- 1 
rounded  church  programs  providing  for  full  spiritual  j 
development,  (3)  adequate  buildings  and  equipment  with ; 
which  to  work,  (4)  a  budget  for  orderly  expenditure  of 
the  church’s  funds,  (5)  enough  members  and  prospects, 
to  support  and  challenge  a  full  program. 

Pointing  out  what  the  rural  church  can  do  to  fulfill 
its  mission,  Mr.  Carr  says  it  can  (1)  preach  a  redeeming,' 
Christ-centered  gospel,  i2)  promote  a  person-centered  pro-' 
gram,  (3)  provide  fdr  compW  spiritual  growth.  (4)  share 
in  the  community  spirit  and  life,  (5)  work  together  with 
other  churches  to  lift  spiritual  standards.  (6)  adapt  its. 
methods  to  the  ciianging  attitudes  and  needs  of  the  area, 

(7)  give  the  people  a  chance  for  a  vital  experience  of  sal¬ 
vation  and  worship.

The  sentence  of  the  court  was 
that  each  of  the  preachers  post 
bonds  totaling  seventy  -  five 
pounds  each  under  condition 
that  they  be  of  ggod.  behavior 
for  six  months.  "Good  behavior” 

^  meant  that  th^Baptists  were 
not  to  preach  ia  the  county. 

This  the  preadiers  refused  to 
do  on  the  groonds  that  they 
“ought  to  obey  God  rather  than 
men.’.’  The  Baptists  told  au¬ 
thorities  at  the  time  of  their 
arrest  that  they  had  authority 
“from  above”  te  pre.ach.  This 
was  not  good  (Bough  for  the 
magistrates,  however,  who  rec¬ 
ognize  only  the  license  of  the 
slate  church. 

During  the  proceedings  the 
preachers  were  under  close 
'  guard  as  dnngeftus  criminals, 
and  their  heaong  was  little 
more  than  a  formality.  At  the 
time  of  their  arrest,  Webber 
I  who  was  preaching,  narrowly  es- 
,  caped  a  cluhbini  by  one  of  the 
officers.  Thomas  Waford.  a 
I  Baptist  layman  r)jo  was  later 
released,  was  sescrcly  beaten 
by  a  member  of  the  posse  which 
Interrupted  the  oeeting. 

Although  the  prisoners  have 
not  been  atlownj  outside  their 
cells  since  their  arrest  more 
than  two  weeks  ago,  confine- 
,  ment  has  not  prevented  them 
’  from  preaching.  The  day  fol¬ 
lowing  their  arrest  being  Sun¬ 
day.  the  prisoners  conducted 
services  with  James  Greenwood 
preaching  from  his  cell  win¬ 
dow. 

The  Baptists  have  met  with 
both  bitter  opposition  and  faith¬ 
ful  support  since  their  arrest. 
I4irge  crowds  have  attended 
their  services,  conducted  every 
Sunday  and  Wednesday,  and 
friends  have  done  what  they 
could  to  make  the  prisoners 
comfortable.  On  the  other  band.

The  priest,  as  a  class, 
was  collecting  its  tithes  and  was 
content  simply  to  observe  the 
forms  of  religion  in  which  there 
was  no  vital  Godliness. 

The  fate  of  the  people  Includ¬ 
ed  that  of  being  robbed  of  prop¬ 
erty  and  children  who  were  1^ 
away  Into  slavery.  The  poorer 
people,  in  order  to  secure  food 
and  other  bare  necessities  of 
life  had  on  many  occasions  sold 
their  children  and  themselves 
into  bondage. 

’  This  at  the  period  of  our  story 
was  the  condition  of  the  city  In 
which  David  ruled  a  growing 
kingdom  to  the  glory  of  God 
and,  of  which  It  was  said  dur¬ 
ing  the  reign  of  Solomon  “nug¬ 
gets  of  gold  were  stone  in  its 
streets.”
